‘Radicals’ Listed 

Most of those listed by thc 
committee _ as “radical and/or 
revolutionary speakers” \verc 
members of the Chicago Seven, 
black militants, leaders of anti- 
war organizations or acknowl- 
edged Communists. 

Among those not generally 
considered extremists were Jes- 
sica Mitford the author; John 
Ciardi, the poetry editor of The 
Saturday Review; Dr. Ben- 
jamin Spock, the pediatrician; 
the Rev. John C. Bennett, the 
former president of the Union 
Theological Seminary, and 
Jerome Skolnick, the criminolo- 
gist, who prepared a study on 
demonstrations last year for 
the National Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of Vio- 
lence. 

The committee said the 65 
persons on the list had received 
a total of more than $100,000 
for their speaking engagements 
at schools that replied to the 


and harass the persons listed. 

Judge Gesell signed a tem- 
porary order forbidding the 
Government printer, the Super- 
intendent of Documents of' the 
House of Representatives and 
the chief counsel of Mr. Ichord’s 
committee to publish the re- 
port until he had held a full 
hearing. 

But the judge acknowledged 
that he did not have the au- 
thority to prevent Mr. Ichord or 
any member of Congress from 
making the list public because 
of Congressmen’s immunity 
from prosecution. 

Mr. Ichord, a Democrat of 
Missouri, called the judge’s or- 
der “outrageous” and made 
rough copies of the report avail- 
able to newsmen.
